FRESH TROOPS 


What Gen. Otis Needs 


In That Line. 


| Official Statement Based Upon 


Last Report. 


Vacancies Among the Kegulars 
are’to Be Filled. 


Transports en Route and Those Due 
to Leave —Important Military 
Commissions at the President’s 
Disposal. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, July 3.—Adjt:-Gen. 
Corbin’s office today gave out a state- 
ment based on cable advices from Gen. 
Otis, regarding the number of recruits 
required to fill the vacancies in the 
regular regiments now in the Philip- 
pines, the transports available for the 
return of volunteers and for the trans- 
portation of fresh troops to the Phil- 
ippines and the estimated time it will 
take to complete the work of enlist- 
ment. Gen. Otis’s dispatches to the 
department are as follows: 

“MANILA, July 3.—Adjutant-~Gen-

The department sums up the situa- 
tion as outlined by Gen. Otis in the 


following statement: 


“To meet the requirements of the re- 
turning volunteers, the Quartermaster’s 


“Department reports that there are now 


in Manila transports Sherman, Warren 
and Grant, with capacity of 199 officers 

and 4924 enlisted men. That there are 
now on sea, en route to Manila, the 
Zealandia. (due July 20,) Sheridan (due 
July 21,) Valencia (due July 26) and 
Pennsylvania (due July 29,) with ca- 
pacity for 161 officers and 4200 en- 
listed men. There are now in San 
Francisco, transports City of Para, 
which will sail July 12, and Tartar, 
to sail July 20, with capacity for fif- 
ty-five officers and 2300 enlisted men. 
There are now en route to San Fran- 
cisco the following transports with ca- 
pacity for 209 officers and 4694 en- 
listed men: Ohio, Newport, Indiana, 
Hancock, Senator, Morgan City and Ro- 
lief (hospital.)” 

The department confidently believes 
the transportation has been so well ar- 
fanged by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment that the last of the volun- 
teers will leave Manila not later than 
the 10th of September, and it is ex- 
pected they will all be away by the Ist. 
The recruits required for. the regular 
regiments in the Philippines are esti- 
mated at 6338 men. 

The number of recruits now at sea 
are 1507; number of recruits to leave 
San Francisco, 3284, a total of 4791, 


‘leaving 1547 yet to be provided for. 


The large number of vacancies exist- 
ing in the Fourteenth, Eighteenth and 
Twenty-third infantries is due to the 
fact that these regiments went with 
Gen. Merritt’s original expedition to the 
Philippines, and were not filled to the 
maximum; also that the men in these 
regiments who enlisted for the war are 
just now being discharged; the men en- 
listing for the war in the other regi- 
ments were discharged before the regi- 
ments left this country, and the va- 
cancies are due to the Imerease of the 
companies from 106 to 188-men. At the 
rate of enlistment for the last few 
weeks, the entire number will be en- 
listed by the close of the present week. 
OFFICBRING NEW REGIMENTS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—The pro- 
posed orgamization of nine volurteer 
regiments will place a number of im: 
portant military commissions at the 
disposal of the President. Although | 
there will be three new brigades, Adijt.- 
Gen. Corbin says it is not likely that 
more than one additional brigadier- | 
general will be needed, the other two 
being provided for by officers of that 
grade now in the army whose terms 


of enlistment are about to expire. Gen. 


Grant, who is now in the Philippines, | 
is in this category, and he will prob- 
ably be one of the three new brigadier- 
nerals. Another officer now in the 
hilippines is also ‘available for re- 
appointment to the provisional army. 
Probably the most important point 
in connection with the proposed volun- 
teer organization is the President's de- 
clared intention to appoint. none but 
officera of the regular army to the 
of the nine new regiments, 


regimental commands during the recent 
war in the volunteer. establishment, 
and the nine colonels to be assigned 
to the new regiments will be selected 
from among that number. The selec- 
tion will be based entirely upon the 
records of the officers during the late 
war, and the nine officers whose practi- 
cal ‘work ‘in the field was most ecient 
will receive the appointments. 

It is not unlikely, however, that some 
of the efficient volunteer officers may be 
selected for subordinate commands in 
the different -regiments, inasmuch as 
the decision to appoint only regular 
army officers does not apply to posi- 
tions below the grade of colonel. 

NEW ADJUTANT- GENERAL, 
[ASSOCIATED IRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—Brig.- 
Gen. Theodore Schwan, who has been 
on duty in the Adjutant-General’s of- 
fice at Washington, has arrived here 
en route to Manila.

Conditions in the Philippines Dis-

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—[{Exclusive 
‘Dispatch.] Brig.-Gen. Otis made his 
first official call today upon Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin, and subsequently reported 
in person to the Secretary of War, ac- 
cording to the requirements of his 
military duty. Both the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral and the Secretary of War made 
numerous inquiries as to the condi- 
tions in the Philippines,: upon which 
subject Gen. Otis was able to report 
favorably. 

In the afternoon Gen. Otis called 
upon and lunched with the President. 
Later they drove together, the Presi- 
dent holding the lines, and at 73 
o’clock in the evening, Gen. Otis and 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbin dined with the 
President. Mrs. McKinley’s illness 
prevented her presence at the board. 
After the dinner the evening was spent 
in conversation, mainly about the war, 
and thé splendid conduct of American 
soldiers in the. .PHRippines. The

ment to increase the army in Luzon 
to the aggregate of nearly 45,000 men, 
was @istinctly announced by the 

‘President and his officers. The method 

of raising new troops was also  dis- 

cussed. 

The War Department is determined 
to apppint a captain and a first lieu- 
tenant from .each of the States, in 
addition to the regular recruiting of- 
ficers already on duty at the various 
recruiting stations throughout’ the 
eountry to assist in the work. When 
these additional recruRMing officers 
shall have raised full companies, they 
will be assigned with their regiments, 
In eases where a less number of men 
than a company is recruited by such 
officers, recruits will be sent from gen- 
eral depots, and there assigned to 
companies, and subsequently to regi- 
ments. No distinctive State volun- 
teer regiments, as such, will be taken, 
but the recruiting will be done, at 
large; hence numerous applications 
that are coming in for appointments 
ta colonelcies with authority to raige 
State regiments, cannot be granted, as 
those officers are to be Selected, as 
a rule, from the regular army, or from 
volunteer officers now in service. 

Under the programme decided upon, 
the entire Pacific Coast will be en- 
titled to the equivalent of about one 
regiment, though the men so enlisted 
will not be thrown’ together into a 
single regiment, but will be assigned 
to many regiments, the same as will 
be done generally throughout the coun- 
try. There is every prospect that the 
whole number of men required will 
be easily secured, and that they will 
be transported to Manila before the 
end of the rainy season, and be ready 
for active service against_the Filipino 
insurgents by the beginning of the 
next dry season, when it is the pur- 
pose of the government to renew ag- 
gressive operations, and push things 
ta a speedy termination of the insur- 
| rection. 

THE PRESIDENT DETERMINED.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—President 

MeKinley and Gen. Harrison Gray 

Otis, who arrived here yesterday from 

the West, had an extended conference 

today on affairs relating principally 
to the campaign’ in the Philippines.

If it opposes universal suffrage it is 
threatened with a revolution. Which 
may sweep away the monarchy. On

All of the injured women were taken 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, about 200 feet 
from the scene of the fire.

COST OF TRANSPORTS. 
‘Service Has Cost More Than Five 
Million Dollars.

It was stated by the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral today that the department con- 
templates raising nine regiments in 
all, and the instructions to the 
cruiting officers are based on this fig- 
ure. Each regiment’ will have a 
strength of 1326 men, making a total 
force of 11,934 men. This will be 
almost twice’ thenumber of men 
which Gen. Otis reports will be neces- 
sary to give him the force of 30,000 
effectives, which he requires. 

The recruiting for the regular army 
has* brought that establishment to 
within 200 of its maximum strength.

FIRST ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATED 
AT NEWPORT, R. I. 


Ships of the North Atlantic Squadron

NEWPORT (R. I.,) July 3,—The

EXPOSITION CELEBRATES.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 3.—An 
increase in the number of new cases 
of yellow fever and a decrease in the 
death nate are the striking features of 
the situation. There have been ninety- 
four cases up to date, of which seven- 
teen have proved fatal. Eleven out of 
the first fifteen attacked succumbed 
to the disease. Nearly all were camp 
followers of the drinking sort. Elimi- 
nating these, the death rate has really 
been small.

The fever hospital, which is on an isl- 
and across the bay, is excellently 
equipped, and it is impossible to over- 
estimate the devotion and heroism of 
the medical men.

MILITARY, PRISONER IS VISITED 
HIS COUNSEL, 


Affecting Scene Between the Captain 
and His Attorneys at Their First 
Meeting in Five Years—It Takes 
Place In The Jail At Rennes. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


RENNES (France,) July 3—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] Maitres Laborie and 


| Demange, counsel for Dreyfus,’ who 


had a long conference with Mme. Drey- 
fus yesterday, visited Dreyfus in the 
military prison at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The permit for the lawyers to 
enter the prison bore the inséription: 

“Tenth Army Corps, Tribunal of the 
Court-martial. Permit to communi- 
cate—available until the day of judg- 
ment is delivered. 

‘‘Monsieur ——, counsel for the Court 
of -Appeals, is authorized to com- 
municate with Capt. Dreyfus, whom 
he is charged to defend.” 

This was the first time that Demange, 
the defender of Dreyfus at the court- 
martial of 1894, and Dreyfus had seen 
each other since the sentence. On en- 
tering the room, M. Demagge and 
Dreyfus threw themselves into each 
other’s arms. The scene was most 
touching. Neither was able to utter 
a word, but warmly embraced. Drey- 
fus. when able to speak, thanked M. 
Demange for his devoted services. M. 
Demange then presented M. Laborie, 
who had ‘been a silent spectator in 
the background of the foregoing scene. 
Dreyfus clasped M. Laborie’s hand 
and in a voice choked with émotion, 
expressed ‘the deepest gratitude for 
the splendid manner in which M. La- 
borie had championed his cause. 

MM. Demange and borie then gave 
the prisoner a general review of all 
which has happened since Dreyfus was 
sent to Devil’s Island. Dreyfus ex- 
plained that he knew nothing, but 
what was contained in the volume 
which M. Laborie had sent him, giv- 
ing an account of: the proceedings of 
the Court of Cassation in 1898. MM. 
Demange and “Laborie then left. They 
were both greatly impressed with the 
appearance of the prisoner. They de- 
clared Dreyfus’ was both physically 
and mentally in much better health 
than they anticipated.

“THORNTON ARRESTED. 


PASADENA’S MISSING POSTOFFICE 
CLERK LOCATED IN OHIO. 


Man Charged With Embezlement, 
Who Deserted His Family Six 
Months Ago, Wili Be Brought 
to This City for Trial—Deniep He 
is Guilty. x 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


COLUMBUS (0.,) July 3.—[Pxclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Franklin W. Thorn- 
ton, charged with having embezzled 
postage stamps from the postoffice at 
Pasadena, Cal., last January, was ar- 
rested by Deputy United States Mar- 
sha] Farley, Saturday evening, and is 
now locked wp in the Franklin county 
jail. He was found by Farley at a 
boarding-house at No. 47 East Town 
street, and made no resistance. 

Immediately after the robbery last 
winter, Postoffice Inspector Flint, with 
headquarters at Los Angeles, sent to 
the Columbus marshal a photograph 
and description of Thornton. A few 
days ago Thornton was said to have 
returned to his old home. Saturday 
afternoon Marshal Farley passed the 
house where Thornton was staying, 
and at one glance recognized him as 
the man accused of the California rob- 
bery of six months ago. 

He returned to his office and tele- 
graphed Postoffice Inspector Vickery 
at Cincinnati, asking if Thornton was 
still wanted. Vickery replied in the 
affirmative, directng Marshal Farley to 
wire Inspector Flint at San Francisco 
for further directions. 

Thornton denied that he stole stamps. 
He said he was not at liberty to di- 
vulge the reason for his hasty de- 
parture from Pasadena. He seemed 
thoroughly tired and disheartened, 
and was seemingly willing to be. taken 
into custody. He came here from Uhr- 
ichsville, he said, and had intended to 
go to Dayton. 

AUTHORITIES NOTIFIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—The pos- 
tal authorities in this city were noti- 
fied by telegraph today of the arrest 
of Franklin W. Thornton, in Colum- 
bus, O. Thornton was formerly stamp 
registry clerk at Pasadena, Cal. He 
absconded January 29, last, with $762 
belonging to the government. _ 

Since his disappearance, the postal 
authorities had found no trace of 
him in this State, and it was stip- 
posed that he went east.

LONDON, July 3.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
blé:] In the House of Commons today 
the chancellor of the Exchequer, Sit 
Michael Hicks-Beach, submitted the 
proposed terms on which the govern- 
ment takes over the Niger Company's 
territory.

Hotly Pursued. 


San Francisco Laborer Attempts

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) July 3.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A special to the Re- 
publican. from Jerome says that J. M. 
Rodgers and C. D. Wingfield, mer- 
chants at Camp Verde, twenty-four 
miles from Jerome, in the Verde Val- 
ley, were murdered last night by sup- 
posed robbers. The dead men were 
proprietors of a country store under 
the firm name of Rodgers & Wingfield. 
At this season of the year a heavy 
business is done with tourists and 
travelers to and from the Grand Cafion. 
‘Last night, just as they were clos- 
ing up the store for the night, two men 


opened fire without warning. Rdgers | 


and Wingfield were killed, and old 


Capt. John Boyd, a noted character in | 


Arizona, who was staying with them, 
was shot through the leg.. 

This morning couriers’: came to Je- 
rome for coffins and to wire Sheriff 
Munds at Prescott. A posse is out 
from Camp Verde on the trail. It is not 
likely the desperadoes will be brought 
back alive. The murdered men were 
widely known. Rodgers was a middle- 
aged man of family, and Wingfield was 
about 26 years of age and unmarried. 

The entire country is aroused. There 
is great excitement, and indignation is 
manifested in all. quarters. From 
meager details at hand, no description 
of the murderers can be obtained, but 
it is thought that two men who were 
recently acquitted at Jerome for steal- 
ing horses from Indians are the guilty 
parties. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

The shooting attracted the attention 
of the neighbors, and the :obbers were 
frightened off before they succeeded 
in getting any money. .Owing: to res, 
moteness from Prescott, the owners o 
the store were compélled to have a 
large amount of money on hand at 
all times. 

A posse of citizens was organized at 
once at Camp Verde for pursuit of the 
robbers, and on the receipt of the 
news here this morning the Sheriff and 
one deputy left for the scene of the 
tragedy. The murdered men were both 
young men and very popular, and 
should the murderers be caught in the 
vicinity of the crime it is doubtful 
if they ever reach Prescott alive, as the 
feeling throughout Verde Valley is 
very bitter against them. 


CHINESE CRUELTY. 


Oriental Student Deceived and Cast 
into a Prison. 
P. EARLY MORNING MEPORT.] 

VICTORIA, July 3.—According to 
the Peking.correspondent of the North 
China: Daily News, Dr. Yung Wing. 
LL.D., of Yale University, was study- 
ing medicine and law at Yale up to 
three months ago, when he was visited 
by a Chinese, with whom he left Yale 
for the West. It has’ since been 
learned that this Chinese brought to 
Dr. Yung Wing letters and papers 
from Prince Chang, conferring upon 
him a position under the imperial 
Chinese government, providing he ac- 
companied the bearer of the letters to 
Shanghai. The doctor accepted the 
position, and he and the Chinese 


friend sailed on the steamer Coptic for | 


hanghai 
As soon as the two Chinese were 
put ashore from the launch which 


took them from the Coptic at Wusung, 
they were met by a number of Chi- 
nese, who bound the doctor and threw 
him into a bamboo cage, in which he 
was carried to Peking. On his arrival 
at the Chinese capital the doctor was 
imprisoned in a jail. While there he 
was horribly tortured, his body being 
burned .with hot irons. | 

It was given out by the local au- 
thorities that Dr. Wing was impris- 
oned because he was believed to have 

some relations in, or connection 
with, the late reform movement, but 
it is alleged that, in reality, he was 
made a prisoner by Prince Chang, 
who hoped to extort money from his 
friends. This scheme was nipped in 
the bud by an American resident of 
Peking, to whom the doctor managed 
to send word of his predicament, and 
wha succeeded in effecting re- 
lease. 

HARTFORD (Ct.,) July 3—Yung 
Wing was a resident of Hartford, a 
score of years ago, and married a sis- 
ter of Dr. W. E. Kellogg. The latter 
was shown the Victoria dispatch and 
he pronounced it false in every par- 
ticular. Yung Wing left this country 
three years ago, and has not returned 
since. He is in a different section than 
that indicated, ebing in Hongkong. He 
writes regularly.to Dr. Kellogg, the last 
letter being received only a week ago.

TACOMA, July 3.—Late oriental ad- 
vices state that twenty ringleaders of 
the rioters who destroyed and burned 
the electric tramway cars, at Seoul 
last month, were executed in public at 
Korea’s capital four weeks ago. They 
met their fate bravely. Their heads 
were cut off and exhibited in public 
places as a warning to all. evil-doers. 
It was believed that this summary 
action would also have an important 
influence upon the leaders of the Ko- 
rean rebellion, which was assuming 
large proportions. At last accounts the 
insurgents were marching toward Seoul. 

The Emperor and his Cabinet are 
thoroughly alarmed, A late message 
states that the government at Seoul has 
issued instructions to the garrisons of 
Kungju and Chullju to proceed to Kofa 
to suppress the insurrection. A tele- 
gram from Chemulpo says the Japanese 
Charge d’Affaires at Seoul has sent a 
letter to the Korean government, ad- 
vising it to abolish the laws for the 
punishment of accomplices in treason- 
able acts. This would allay the fears 
of those who are being kept in the in- 
surgent ranks by threats of exposing

Samoan Government is Now Vested 
in Three Consuls Pending Ac- 
tion by the Powers—Declaration 
of Friendliness Made on_ the 
Transport Badger.

APIA (Samoa,) June 26.—[By New Zealand 
Cable, July 3.]. The Mataafan chiefs met the 
Malietoan chiefs on the United States trans- 
port Badger, in the presence of the Interna- 
tional Commissioners, shook hands and made. 
peace. A meeting has been arranged for Ma- 
lietoa Tanu and Mataafa with the commis- 
sioners. Peace is thus finally assured between 
the chieftans and their followers, and both 
factions have returned to their villages on 
friendly terms, awaiting act'on by the pow- 
ers. 

In the mean time the government is» vested 
in the three consuls, two of whom can act in 
all cases where unanimity.is not required by 
the treaty. This @rranzement is acceptable 
to all parties. Dr. Wilhelmson is exercising 
his office as president of the municipality or 
Apia, and the friction with him and the na- 
tives is at an end. The German cruiser Coro- 
mant arrived and has gone to Sydney.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) July 3.—Frank 
Erne of this city met George Lavigne 
of Saginaw, Mich., in the arena of the 
Hawthorne Athletic Club at Cheekto- 
waga, a suburb of this city, tonight, 
and after fighting twenty fierce and 
clever rounds wrested the lightweight 
championship of the world from the 
western man. 

Over seven thousand . people wit- 
messed the contest, which was brimfull 
of exciting episodes and of hard and 
scientific hitting. Lavigne went down 
to defeat and surrendered the title in a 
most creditable manner. He was plucky 
and game to the core, and|for the first 
half dozen rounds more than held his 
own against his adversary. In the 
seventh round he received a terrible 
drubbing, and was only saved from a 
knockout by the timely interference of 
the gong. 

Erne was looked wpon then as a sure 
winner,| but in the subsequent rounds 
it was seen that he had lost some of 
his steam. Just what was the cause 
of this was not ascertained until the 
bout had reached the limit of the 
twenty rounds and Erne had been de- 


clared the winner. It was then found. 


that he had badly injured his left hand 
in the seventh round, and if this had 
not occurred, Lavigne’s undoing might 
have come in half the time it took 
the Buffalo man to win. 

Erne weighed in at 133% and Lavigne 
et 135 pounds. Lavigne was the favor- 
ite, much money being bet on him at 
odds of 100 to 90, When the men 
stripped Lavigne looked to be the more 
finely drawn. Both were cool and con- 
fident. As the fight progressed La- 
vigne’s coolness vanished, tvhile Erne 
never lost his. self-possession for a.mo- 
ment. The Buffalo boy simply bat- 
tered the title out of his opponent, and 
while not escaping a good deal of pun- 
ishment, he administered a terrific 
drubbing to Lavigne. 

Toward the end of the bout Lavigne’s 
guard was useless, and nothing but 
sheer gameness kept him from going 


under. Blow after blow fell upon his 


head and body with relentless force, 
but he stood the gaff and fought pluck- 
ily as best he could. 

FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}

ship of the world. When ‘Honest 
John’’ Kelley entered the ring he was 
greeted with cheers. 

Jim Corbett. stepped into the ring 
and addressed the crowd, saying: 
“Gentlemen, I am getting into the best 
of shape, and will be ready again to 
contest for the heavy-weight champion- 
ship with the winner of the Jeffries- 
Sharkey fight.’’ 

Lavigne looked to be in excellent con- 
dition. As soon as the men had donned 
the gloves, Jim Kennedy, Erne’s man- 
ager, and Billy Lavigne, representing 
his brother, entered the ring and had a 
consultation with Referee Kelley as to 
the rules governing the contest. As a 
result of the confab, it was announced 
that the men had agreed to box under 
Marquis of Queensbury ~ules. 

-First round—Lavigne was the first to 
lead, trying a left for the face, which 
was blocked. Lavigne hooked his left 
to the neck, Erne countering on the 
body. These blows were repeated a 
moment later. Lavigne sent two 
straight lefts to the forehead, Erne 
sending a left to the ribs in return. 
After a clinch, Erne sent left and right 
to the face and ducked Lavigne’s 
counter. E:rne’s nose began to bleed, 
and he parried a left to the head. La- 
vigne tried two left swings for the head 
avhich Erne dodged, and the round 
ended in a half clinch. 

Second round—Erne sent a left to the 
body and a right to the neck. Lavigne 
countered, and then sent a hard left to 
the wind.

Fifth round—Erne was the first to 
Jead, landing a left on the face, La- 
vigne sending a left to the ribs. 
close quarters, Erne hooked a right 
Lavigne became hot-headed, making 
two wild swings, which Erne got un- 
der, and the Saginaw man got the 
worst of the infighting, which ended 
the round. | 

Sixth round—Lavigne led for the 
chest, Erne sending a double left to the 
ribs and head, following up with a left 
@emash in the wind. Lavigne sent his 
Jeft to the head and a right «tothe 
ribs, while Erne sent his right to the 
body and left to the neck, closing in 
with a half clinch. Lavigne jumped 
in with a left and right to the head, 
and. Frank countered with a left and 
right on the body. At the close of the 


- round Lavigne was forcing the pace. 


Seventh round—Erne sent two lefts 
to the body without return, breaking 
from a clinch. Lavigne whipped his 
right to the ribs and bored in with 
left and right. on the body. Erne 
hooked his left to the head and swung 
@ right over the kidneys, taking a 
hard punch over the heart. A beauti- 
ful right smash on the face drew blood 
from WLavigne'’s nose, and a moment 
later Erne swung a heavy left on La- 
Vigne's jaw, staggering him.

JAMAICA STEAMER LINE. 


Great Britain Grants a Subsidy of 
Ten Thousand Pounds Annually.

The Secretaty of State for the 
Colonies, Jcseph H. Chamberlain, 
has sent a letter to the West India 
Commission, saying a contract has 
just been signed, by which the gov- 
ernment subsidizes the Jamaica Fruit 
and Produce Association with £10,000 
annually in lieu of the association un- 
dertaking to establish a direct fort- 
nightly fruit and passenger line of 
steamers to make fifteen knots, 
tween Jamaica and the United King- 
dom, commencing May, 1900. The as- 
sociation c@ntracts to improve 
the wharf at Kingston and elsewhere, 
to build hotels, and push the fruit in- 
dustry. The imperial government pays 
half of the subsidy. It is hoped the 
contract will be improved, and the 
subsidized service between Canada 
and the West Indies will shartly be

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has moved a resolution authorizing 
the issue of £865,000 for the consoli- 
dated fund. It was adopted by a vote

Dawson’s Daylight. 


[Klondike Nugget:] The season of 
’ daylight in Dawson is much more com- 
plete and striking than the season of 
darkness. While theoretically and in 
the minds of the people of the outside 
world the shortest night in summer .is 
just equal in length te¢ghe shortest day 
in winter, in reality this is modified in 
a great degree by the refractive and re- 
flective. qualities possessed by light and 
not by darkness—if we may be allowed 
for the purpose of illustration to speak 
of darkness as something of itself not 
the mere absence of light. The short- 
est day in winter was not without sev- 
eralehours of daylight, while during the 
shortest night in summer the sun can be 
seen from some of our surrounding high 
hills, and for several months there is 
really no darkness to speak of at all. 
This is something little understood upon 
the outside and the ignorance of the 
true conditions adds very materially to 
the horror entertained by many other- 


long night. ; 

For the benefit of our readers in the 
States and provinces we may State that 
in summer, even though the sun dips 
below the horizon it diffuses a light 
which only differs from that of the day- 
time by a certain quality of grayness; 
while in the winter time, when the sun 
scarcely reaches the height of that came 
horizon, the reflected and refracted 
light over these vast wastes of white

TORNADOES DESCRIBED. 


Points of Interest Regarding These 
_.Dreaded Visitors. 


. [Chicago Record:] Discussing the 
awful disaster in Wisconsin, Prof. B. 
B. Garriott of the Weather Bureau, 
says that when people see a funnel- 
shaped cloud coming they should 
throw open every door and window 
in their houses and then wait for the 
storm to pass over. 

“Your furniture will probably be 
damaged by the heavy rain that 
usually accompanies a _ tornado,” 
says, “but your house will not be 
carried into the next county, nor torn 
to pieces by the fury of the winds. 
The velocity of the wind causes a 
vacuum in the atmosphere. When the 
cloud reaches a house with all its 
doors and windows shut the four walls 
of the building must give way in that 
vacuum, or the house is lifted from 
its foundation and is carried with the 
.wind. When the destructive cyclone 
visited St. Louis a few years. ago 
many large and substantial houses 
were blown down. In the path. of the 
storm were many frail houses and 
sheds. These places escaped without 
the loss of a shingle. The numerous 
openings permitted the air to escape 
freely. On the other hand, where the 
buildings were large securely 
closed, the confined air caused de- 
struction. There was a similar inci- 
dent just outside Chicago a few years 
ago. There a storm wrecked a large 
barn. Within a few feet of the de- 
molished structure 
and corncrib which 
damage. 

“Tt is difficult to forecast tornadoes 
—or, rather, to predict where ome will 
strike. It is like attempting to foretell 
where lightning will hit. The only 
thing to be done when a tornado visits 


your doors and pray that the storm 
center will not strike in your neigh- 
borhood. The chances of escape 


storm may nit or miss you.

“Tornadoes travel from west to east, 
and are more frequent in the North- 
west and Middle West, where there 
are miles of prairie.

The summer 
tornadoes come out of the Rocky 
Mountain region, and are mild until 
they come in contact with the warm 
air of the valley States. The com- 
bination of the cold air in the origina! 
storm and the warm air meeting and 
mixing at different angles forms the 
cyclonic force which causes the de- 
struction. Tornadoes are. broken by 
obstacles and cannot exist in a moun- 
tainous country. The storms form at 
a low barometric pressure. They g0 
in groups, and their area at times 
will cover several States. The cyclonic 
foree of the disturbance is confined 
generally to the eastern section of the 
storm, and sometimes is so high in the 
atmosphere as to cause no damage. 
The cyclonic forces remain a mys- 
tery, and while the causes of the 
phenomena are known, we are not 
successful in forecasting the storms.

the queen-mother has proved, she is 
destined to be a happy sovereign. 

History will record that the peace 
conference of the nineteenth century 
was summoned by an absolute monarch 
to assemble in the capital and under 
the hospitable roof of a constitutional 
sovereign in a country whose tra- 
ditions have been glorious, whose wars 
have only been struggles for their own 
liberties, and whose Queen today, were 
she so authorized by her States Gen- 
eral, would.gladly, triumphantly dis- 
band her army, dismantle her forts, 
lay down her arms and proclaim her- 
self and her nation advocates of per- 
petual, universal peace.

ROUGH RIDERS ANXIOUS FOR SERV. 
ICE IN THE PHILIPPINES, 


Roosevelt Promised to ‘Advocate 
Statehood for the Territory. 
; Wool-growers Happy Over a 


Rise in Prices—Irrigation Short- 
age Causes Trouble. & 


ALBUQUERQUE, (N. M.,) June 29.— 
{Regular Correspondence.] It is 


nished one-third of the visitors to the 
reunion of the Rough Riders at Las 
Vegas, sending more people than all 


combined. The Chihuahua Band re- 
turned with the last of the delegation 
and remained here two days,. giving 
two concerts. The excursionists all 
agree that. Las Vegas’s welcome ful- 
filled their highest expectations. The 
greatest attraction of the reunion, they 
say, was Governor Roosevelt. The 
general opinion is that by the reunion 
New Mexico made a decided step 
towards Statehood. Governor Roose- 
velt promised to use his influence .un-,’ 
ceasingly to accomplish this. H, 
Kohlsaat of the Chicago Times- 
Herald, a paper which has 
heretofore opposed statehood for 
New Mexico, was at the 
reunion. He has changed his views, 
and his paper will hereafter urge state- 
hood for this Territory. The same can 
be said of the Chicago Record and the 
Des Moines Capital. noe 

It is reported that every member of 
Roosevelt’s Rough WRiders present at 
Las Vegas signed an agreement to go 
to the Philippines if an opportunity 
presented itself. 

The photographer from Albuquerque 
who took views of the scenes during 
the reunion, claims to have already re- 
ceived orders for over $1000. worth of 
pictures. 

It is said here that the supply of 
wool rushed into the United States by 
importers who saw that the present 
tariff would cause domestic wool to 
advance, has been exhausted. The 
price in New Mexico now is 12c per 
pound, whereas it was only 5c when 
wool was permitted to enter this coun- 
try free of duty. Yesterday morning 
E. A. Miera, one of the largest wool- 
raisers and buyers in the Territory, 
received a caravan of thirty-three 
wagons loaded with bags of the prod- 
uct, the total weight of which was said 
to be 60,000 pounds. The freighters re- 
ceived their pay while in this city, and. 
as is usual, but little of it passed be- 
yond the suburbs, when the caravan 
left for home. 

At the meeting of the City Council 
last night, the committee appointed to 
consider the question of prohibiting 
gambling in the first story of any 
building, reported that in their opin- 
ion it would be unadvisable to have it 
anywhere else, as the present publicity 
deterred a great many from indulging 
in the games. 

Bids for certificates of indebtedness 
of the Territory, issued to pay ap- 
proved claims amounting to $125,973.47, 
have been opened. The bidders all 
offer a premium. 

It is said that Santa Fé is compara- 
tively independent, so far as irrigation 
goes, as she has a reliable water sup- 
ply which cannot be cut off nor di- 
minished by the people of any other 
section. Everywhere else, from White 
Rock Cafion to El Paso, better means 
of irrigation must be provided, or 
farming will have to be abandoned. It 
is said that only a few years ago the 
river ‘carried an abundant supply of- 
‘water for all the cultivated land in 
the valley. Of late years the great 
irrigating canals that have been taken

Root Grafting. 


Commenting upon the recent as- 
serted discovery by Mr. _ Lelong, 
secretary of the State Board of 


Horticulture, of a system of root graft- 
ing, which was recently heralded with 
much flourish of trumpets throughout 
the State, as a discovery that promises 
to revolutionize horticultural methods, 
W. 8S. Lyon writes to The Times as 
follows: 

“And so it did about fifteen years 
ago—and for nearly a dozen years past 
many of the largest nurseries in the 
world have been sending out root- 
grafted stock. If Mr. Lelong will only 
keep on discovering some more 
good things, not quite so new, 
he will be more than earning his mod- 
est stipend from the State of 02100 per 
annum.”’ | 

Cc. B. Allaire, president of the Tan- 
ning Extract Company, also writes to 
The Times from Deming, : 
' “In your issue of the 16th inst. I 
have read with amazement the article 
‘A revolution grafting.’ Root- 
grafting is now and has been for years 
the general: method of propogating ap- 
ples and many other trees, but I have 
never heard claimed that earlier ma- 
turity to the extent claimed in your 
article was secured by that method, 
nor can I see any good reason why a 
graft on a root of its own species 
should grow more rapidly than on its 
own root. Evidently some sporting ed- 
itor wrote that item or else the claim 
is entirely too broad. I think the ex- 
act fact should be secured from Mr. 
Lelong and be duly published.” 

Here is yet another communication 
on.the subject from Alfred Wright of 
this city: 

“An article appeared in your paper 
of June 16 by Secretary B. M. Lelong 
of the State Board of Horticulture, 
stating what a wonderful discovery he 
has made in the growing of fruit 
trees bys root grafting. I cannot 
agree with Mr.- Lelong of the State 
board with his self-styled new discov- 
ery of root grafting. It has been in 
vogue a great many years. Twenty 
years ago I tiad. occasion to thoroughly 
investigate the system of orchard 
planting and its proper starting point— 
the nursery—in the northern counties 
of this State, and I invariably found 
that orchards planted from trees 
grown from root grafts would in a few 
years throw up suckers, and increase 
in quantity of suckers from year to 
year to the great detriment of the par- 
ent trees, and after a few years the 
orchard so planted proved not profit- 
able. Every practical nurseryman 
knows that roots do not start sym- 
metrically from all sides of a cutting 
or root-cutting graft of deciduous fruit 
trees. Generally the root system will 
be by one or two roots starting from 
one side at the end, and continue to 
follow nearly horzontally, continually 
throwing up their rootlets, seldom 
making a tap roct. It is well known 
that the orange grows readily from 
cuttings, and has been grown in this 
county and at Riverside, proving very 
unsatisfactory as the trees so grown 
usually commence dying at the tenth 
or twelfth year.”

But Tolstoi, though a realist, is by no 
means a disinterested narrator; he un- 


‘derstands and sympathizes with every 


character of his great drama, except, 
perhaps, with the huzzing waterflies 
of “high society.” He seems hianself 
to share in the actions he narrates, 
and he uses events, historical or 
feigned, as vehicles for the transmission 
of his philosophy of life. This is 
Thackeray’s method, but where Thack- 
eray is the quiet, and to a certain ex- 
tent conventional, English gentleman, 
Tolstoi is the seer, the prophet with 
the strong vein of orientalism which 
marks the Russian people. His text 
is that of the preacher—the vanity of 
life, the blindness of human knowledge, 
the impotence of human power. His 
fierce denunciations are leveled against 
the folly and wickedness of war; and 
he knows war by experience, not like 
the quaker or the member of the peace 
society. What he saw in the trenches 
and redoubts of Sebastopol he has put 
into his descriptions of Austerlitz and 
Borodino. 

But Tolstoi does not confine himself

In the religious works which Count 
Tolstoi has written since 1878, we find 
another step taken. As we saw Levin 
change from a practical atheist with- 
out a rule of life, to a believer in 
God, resolved to live in accordance 
with His will, so in these works, “My 


Religion,” Confession,”’ “The 
Christian Teaching,’ and others, we 
find ,Levin’s prototype, the author, 


passing from a reverent theism to a 
peculiar and profoundly mystical form 
of Christianity. Peculiar on account 
of the extremes to which his rigid 
logic carries him; mystical because it 
is based on the direct and intimate 
communion of the individual soul with 
God, the underlying basis in all ages 
of all forms of mysticism. He finds 
in the sermon on the mount the es- 
sence of Christianity, and from this 
discourse he has extracted five com- 
mandments: Live in peace with all 
men, abstain from sensuality, take no 
oaths, resist evil, love’ all men, 
Whatever is contrary to these, he 
says, is of sin, and no ascetic of the 
dark ages was ever readier than 
Tolstoi to detect the trail of the ser- 
pent. Not only does he insist on the 
higher virtue of celibacy—not for the 
clergy Alone, but for all men—but he 
sees sin in every gratification of the 
senses; for example, in eating when 
one is not hungry, in every attempt 
to avoid hard work, in every effort to 
acquire property, in every struggle 
against oppression—it is wrong, he 
says, to resist even a robber or a 
murderer—and in every physical ex- 
citement, as in dancing, gymnastics or 
eycling. This is not a caricature of 
Tolstoi’s teaching; every statement 
here made is drawn from his work, 
“The Christian Teaching”’ (recently 
published by Stokes & Co.) That such 
doctrines involve the overthrow cf all 
government and the destruction of so- 
ciety in its present form is perfectly 
apparent, and Tolstoi accepts this con-

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life becomes worth living only when it 
ceases to be a (field for individual 
struggle and becomes God's theater, 
where the actors take with humility 
the parts assigned them by the All- 
Powerfu!

“Anna Karenina” is Tolstoi’s most 
finished work. He is dealing here with 
a class he knows by heart—the upper 
circles of Russian society. He has 
taken a smaller canvas than in “War 
and Peace,’ and if the action is less 
wide and varied it is more concentrated 
and homoegenous. Moreover, the au- 
thor has for the most part withdrawn 
himself behind his creation. He does 
not preach so persistently as in his 
former work; he is content to let the 
characters and the story speak for 
themselves. 
uncertain voice. The two stories of 
Anna Karenina and Constantine Levin, 
essentially independent, yet inextri- 
cably interwoven by the art of the 
narrator, expound the theme of the 
novel—human happiness and the means 
of its attainment. Anna, the wife of 
a high official, for whom she has 
not a particle of love, is a charm- 
ing woman, well bred, tender 
and sympathetic; but her education 
and environment have left her without 
an object in life. She falls passionately 
in love with Vronsky, the beau-ideal of 
a Russian officer, handsome, brave and 
gallant, in whom the code of honor has 
displaced the ten commandments. In 
her effort to attain happiness through 
this love Anna sacrifices everything— 
her honor, her child, her position in so- 
ciety. It is a sincere passion, but es- 
sentially a selfish one. She demands 
of her lover more than he can give, and 
the end—her suicide—is the logical and 
inevitable close of her course of con- 
duct. In Levin, on the other hand, we 
have what is now recognized as an au- 
thentic picture of the author himself. 
Bred up in the modern. school of 
thought, a _ scientific agnostic, Levin 
seeks in vain for happiness in study, in 
action, in the pure and sweet family 
relations into which he enters. Little 
by little, however, he comes to recog- 
nize that the religion he has rejected 
as an aniquated uperstition is the 
vital guiding princifple of the classes in 
society which he most honors, the de- 
voted and -seff-sacrificing women and 
the toiling peasants. It is from one of 
the latter that he receives the revela- 
tion which alters his whole conception 
of life. “Men are not all alike,” says 
the peasant, explaining why one farmer 
treats his tenants better than another: 
‘one man lives for his belly, another 
“What do you 
call living for his soul, for God?’ ex- 
claimed Levin, eagerly. “Why, that’s 
plain enough,’ was the answer. “It's 
living according to God, according to 
truth.” In this simple statement Levin 
recognized the hitherto unseen principle 
which had guided him through his 
struggle in the past—to live, not for 
one’s self, but for God. And in this 
recognition he obtains an answer to 
the problem of life. “My inner life has 
won its liberty,” he says. “It will no 
longer be at the\mercy of events, and 
every minute of my existence will have 
a meaning sure and profound, which it 
will be. in my power to impress upon 
every single one of my actions-—that of 


being good.” With

Crowell & Co.,) prefixes to the trans- 
lation a short but carefully, compiled 
biography. 

Two later works, “My — 
ligion’”’ (T. Y. Crowell & Co.) and “My 
Confession” (T. Y. Crowell & Co.,) 
contain Tolstoi’s later views—views, 
will be remembered, that differ very 
materially from his earliér views (al- 
though he would scarcely confess it 
himself, they no doubt are a direct 
and natural development from those 
earlier views.)

CHIEF GLASS. 

A studied effort appears to be on 
foot to make trouble for our Chief of 
Police and, unfortunately, some 
strength has been given to the move- 
ment by the indiscreet action of the 
Chief himself in criticising the offer- 
ing of certain petitions: to the Police 
Commission. The‘right to petition is 
inalienable in the American people; 
they may freely offer their appeals 
when they please and to whatever pub- 
lic body or official they please, and no 
one, certainly not those in authority, 
should presume to question that right, 
but at the same time it must be agreed 
that a public officer may do many 
worse things than lose his temper and 
utter an impolitic and indiscreet ex- 
pression.

THE TIMES has on occasion criticised 
the police department, but this does 
not alter the fact that the head of that 
department is a man of integrity, 
strength of character and excellent ex- 
ecutive ability. In the nine years that 
Mr. Glass has conducted this depart- 
ment of the city government there 
have been no scandals, such as were 
the rule under his predecessors. and if 
the present Chief has made mistakes 
they have not been fatal-ones, nor or 
a character calculated to bring that 
officer or the department he conducts 
into disrepute. 

Chief Glass has been loyal to the in- 
terests of the city, and he possesses 
the unqualified confidence of the better 


‘element in the community, and we be- 


lieve THE TIMES expresses the senti- 
ments of that element when it says 
that the removal of this faithful, zeal- 
ous and honest official would be a mis- 
fortune to the city of Los Angeles. 
There will continue to appear in 
these columns the news of the day re- 
specting the doings of the police de- 
partment and its Chief, without favor 
and without fear, leaving the facts to 
speak for themselves in all matters 
pertaining thereto, but thus far noth- 
ing has been heard from that branch 
of the city government which attacks 
the integrity or good faith of Chief 
Glass; on the contrary, amid the strife 
of parties and the intrigues of his ene- 
mies—and a chief of police who does 
his duty is bound to raise up an army 
of enemies—that official has preserved 
the respect, esteem and confidence of a 
vast majority of the good people of the 
city and 7t is their wish that he be 
given vach support as will enable him 
to bring the police department to the 
highest state of efficiency and that he 
shall not be hampered in efforts to 
that end by enemies within and with- 
out the department and by those who 
hope to make political capital by cast- 
ing discredit upon his administration. 
The effort to down the Chief should 
fail. 


THE FEDERAL BUILDING. 

Many inquiries are made in regard 
to the prospect of work being com- 
menced on the enlargement of the Los 
Angeles Federal building. Congress- 
man Waters has received a letter from 
Secretary Gage of the Treasury De- 
partment in regard to the subject. 
Through the efforts of ex-Senator 
White, Senators Perkins and Congress- 
man Waters certain floor plans for the 
new building were prepared, which 
plans were indorsed by every Federal 
officer in Southern California. These 
plans were submitted to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and in his letter he 
states that all plans for -government 
buildings are prepared by the super- 
vising architect of the Treasury De- 
partment in Washington, except when 
the Secretary of the Treasury elects to 
have the plans drawn by a local archi- 
tect in accordance with the Tarnsey 
act, which reads as follows: 

“Chapter 146—An act authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to ob- 


lic buildings, to be erected under the 
supervision of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and providing for local super- 
vision of the construction of the same. 

“Be it enacted, etc.; (1) that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury be, and hereby 
is, authorized in his discretion, to ob- 
tain plans, drawings and specifications 
for the erection of public buildings for 
the United States, authorized by Con- 
gress to be erected under the _ super- 
vision and direction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the local super- 
vision of the construction thereof by 
competition among architects under 
such conditions. as he may \prescribe, 


and to make payment for the services 


tain plans and specifications for pub- | 


selected, oft of the appropriations for 
the respective buildings; 
“Provided, that not less than five 


of the oft of whose plan may be 


architects shall be invited by the said 


Secretary to compete for the-said fur- 


} nishing of such plans and specifica- 


tions, and the supervision of such con- 
struction: 

“And further provided, that the gen- 
eral supervision of the work shall con- 
tinue in the office of the supervising 
architect of the Treasury Department, 
the supervising architect to be the rep- 
resentative of the government in all 
matters connected with the erection 
and completion of such buildings, the 
receipt of . proposals, the award of 
co cts therefor, and the disburse- 
ment of moneys thereunder, and per- 
form all the duties that now pertain to 
his office, except the preparation of 
drawings and specifications for sch 
buildings and the local supervision 
thereof, the said drawings and specifi- 
cations, however, to be subject at all 
times to modification and change re- 


ing and selection of material therefor, 
as may be directed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury.” (February 20, 1893.) 

This method of submitting plans is 
undoubtedly better and decidedly more 
popular than the old method of draw- 
ing the plans in ,Washington, D. Cy 
where they have no knowlédge of lo- 
cal architecture, or of local conditions. 
In order that there may be no delay in 
the needed improvements, Congress- 
man Waters has sent a strong tele- 
gram to Secretary Gage, urging prompt 
action, and recommending that the 
plans for the building be drawn in ac- 
cordance with the Tarnsey act. He 
has also requested Senator Perkins to 
telegraph to Secretary Gage in regard 
to the matter. 


A CHANCE FOR A TEN STRIKE. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
the meeting of the National Lduca- 
tional Association in Los Angeles will 
result solely to the benefit of this city. 
On the contrary, the whole of South- 
ern California will be much asvan- 
taged by the visit of this large num- 
ber of highly-intelligent people.

A large proportion of our guests ar- 
rive in the State over the Santa Fé 
system, so that San Bernardino is the 
first place of any consequence which 
they encounter in Southern Califor- 
nia. After leaving the Mojave Desert, 
with its temperature of 110 to 120 de- 
grees in the shade—and no shade to 
be found—it is to these guests like an 
entry into Paradise to roll into the 
beautiful San Bernardino Valley, with 
its verdant fields of alfalfa and its 
square miles of orchard. 

Although it must be confessed that 
the people of San Bernardino city have 
not in the past distinguished them- 
selves by enterprise on such occasions, 
and while it cannot be truthfully said 
that either the city or county of San 
Bernardino have kept pace with other 
counties of Southern California in 
making our attractions and advan- 
tages known to the “outside  bar- 
barians,” yet it cannot but be a sub- 
ject for legitimate surprise that the 
people of that city of 8000 inhabitants, 
more or less, lying at one of the prin- 
cipal gateways of Southern Califor- 
nia, should be apparently so indiffer- 
ent to this most exceptional chance of 
advertising their resources where it 
will do the most good. 

There is yet time for the people of 
San Bernardino to profit by this hint. 
Members of the N.E.A. Reception Com- 
mittee go to San Bernardino every 
day to meet new arrivals, and dis- 
tribute flowers and fruit among them. 
It is suggested that the people of San 


‘Bernardino should furnish the com- 


mittee with an ample supply of these 
representative products, for which full 
credit would be given to the locality. 
The County Superintendent of Schools 
of San Bernardino has shown a com- 
mendable energy in this direction. If 
only halfa dozen more could be found 


| there to display equal enterprise,. the 
county of San Bernardino would most 


certainly profit thereby. Los Angeles 
wishes to see every section of South- 
ern California share in the benefits 
that will accrue from this great con- 
vention of educators, but, in order 
that this may happen, it is, as we have 
said, absolutely necessary that each 
community should do its part in mak- 
ing known its advantages and _ re- 
sources. The people of Los Angeles 
have shown much enterprise in secur- 
ing the meeting of this convention in 
the city, and will do their whole duty, 
so far as the local entertainment of 
our guests is concerned.

A HOPEFUL INDICATION. 

The statement of Acting Postmaster- 
General Heath, to the effect that, no 
more Americans are to be appointed to 
the postal service in Porto Rico, Cuba, 
or the Philippines, is significant. In 
connection with the explanation of 
Mr.“ Heath, it indicates that decided 
progress has been made in the work of 
establishing stable government in the 
islands named. 

Mr. Heath, as quoted in a Washing- 
ton dispatch, declared that every pos- 
sible effort was béing made to reduce 
the expense of the mail service in 
those countries, and with that end in 
view the Postmaster-General has re- 
called all Americans sent to . Porto 


Rico. on-—-detail- from. the various . 


branches of the postal service in this 
country. It is probable that a number 
of Americans who have for some 
months past been engaged in postal 
work in the islands will also be with- 
drawn, the object being to place the 
work, so far as possible, in the hands 
of natives. ‘Now that the postal serv- 
ice in each of these countries has been 
thoroughly reorganized,” added Mr. 
Heath, “we feel that we can safely 
withdraw most of the Americans and 
gradually transfer the work to the na- 
tives.” 

This latter statement probably ap- 
plies more particularly to Porto Rico 
and Cuba than to the Philippines, for 
it is evident that the time has not yet 
arrived for withdrawing Americans 
from the service there, and replacing 
them with natives, to any considerable 
extent. The situation in Cuba and 
Porto Rico, as indicated by Mr. 
Heath’s statement, is highly encourag- 
ing. It is the desire, and the intention, 
of the United States* government to 
withdraw from Cuba entirely at as 
early a date as. practicable, and to 
place the government of Porto Rico so 
nearly as possible in the hands of the 
Porto Ricans. The length of time 
which will elapse before these results 
can be accomplished must be deter- 
mined largely by the inhabitants of 
those islands; that is to say, by the 
progress which they make in the direc- 
tion of acquiring the capabilities of 
self-government. The same is true, 
with some modifications, as regards 
the inhabitants of the Philippines, al- 
though the first essential, in the latter 


‘islands, is the thorough establishment 


of American authority. It is pleasant 
to note the progress which has been 
made in the Antilles, and there are 
good reasons for hoping that equally 
favorable reports will come from the 
Philippines ‘in the not distant future. 


The Nebraska, Pennsylvania and 
Utah volunteers are now on the water, 
homeward bound.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
BUFFALO, July 3.—An address read 
by Prof. Herron, criticising the Phil- 
ippine policy ,and the alleged ten- 
dency to autocracy, was adopted, but 
the vote was subsequently reconsid- 
ered after a number of addresses de- 


nouncing such action. Pandemonium 


ensued as motion after motion followed 
and speaker after speaker was heard 
or suppressed. | 

Finally an address to the public was 
taken up seriatim. From time to time 
some delegate would arise in a spirit 
of desperation, trying to protest against 
the language of the addresses. The 
first paragraph denounced 
of conquest and extermination.” The 
word “extermination” was stricken 
out. The word “lawless and irrespon- 
sible’ were stricken from the para- 
graph referring to military control in 
Idaho. 

The address, as adopted, refers to 


“the two great evils of militarism and 


plutocracy, which now menace the ex- 
istence of the republic.” The. former, 
it declares, is expressed in our war 
of conquest in the Philippines; in our 
continued government of Cuba; in the 
private use of the United States army 
for the complete and instant overthrow 
of civil government in Idaho, and the 
establishment of military despotism in 
the corporate and private use of mil- 
tary force to destroy and terrorize 
organized labor and in the monstrous 


public corruptions that have grown out 


of our Spanish and Philippine wars, 
“The nation,” the address continues, 
“that strikes at the liberties of an- 
adther nation commits! national sui- 
cide. We cannot too greatly empha- 
size the fact that the militarism that 
seeks conquest abroad has for its uil- 
timate purpose the destruction of or- 
ganized labor at home and the de- 
fense of the government by injunc- 
tions of the Federal courts, which have 
usurped the functions of legislation 
and have set aside the laws of the 


An appeal is made to the public to 


join in the demand for the granting 
of the libefties pledged to the Fili- 
pinos. Militarism is declared to be 
but the offspring and incident of the 
greater menace of plutocracy which 
has established monopoly vernment. 

“By economic force based upon spe- 
cial privileges in law and natural re- 
sources, upon indiscreet taxation, and 
consequent political 
monopoly is centralizing the wealth 


of the nation in the hands of enormous . 


trusts, which are becoming irresponsi- 
ble economic despotisms; which are 
using legislation, the judiciary and all 
the functions 
mere instrument of private profit; 
which are reducing the entire people 
to economic serfdoom or enforced wage 
slavery. 

“Political liberty,” the address de- 
clares, “‘is a mockery without economic 
liberty. Even the further extension 


of the suffrage, so as to grant politi- — 


eal citizenship to women, which ex- 
tension we urge and advocate, will 
avail little or nothing without economic 
freedom to all. Therefore we make 
urgent appeal to the people to co- 
operate with us in the institution of 
such movements, and the support of 


such men as shall propose, first, direct . 


legislation and proportionate repre- 
sentation; direct taxation, public own- 
ership of public utilities or monopolies 
growing out of natural resources, and 
the existence of society; the sole con- 
trol by the people, through their gov- 
ernment, of their medium of exchange, 
and for the upbuilding and enduring 
establishment oof a free, just and 
progressive society, based on these 
elementary principles cf political and 
social democracy, we offer our serv- 
ices and our citizenship, and appeal 
to the good will inherent in the asso- 
ciation of men for liberty and the com- 
mon good.” |

ROUTINE BUSINESS BEFORE THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


Lighting Bid Accepted—Important 
Report of the City Assessor—Con- 
duit Ordinance in Effect 
at Last. 


A Tonching Memorial to the Late 
Judge William Hovey Clark Read 
Before the Bar Association, 

Met for the Purpose. 


An Old Man Sentenced to One Year 
in Folsom for Burglary—‘Old 
Mystery” to Re Examined as 
to His Sanity. 


The two sessions of the City Council 
yesterday were devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the consideration of routine 
business. At the morning session the 
question of awarding the lighting con- 
tract was finally settled by the accept- 
ance of the bid of the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Company. The contract will be 
approved at the next meeting. 

City Assessor Ward has completed 
his report on the year’s assessments. It 
shows an increase of more than $4,000,- 

000 over the total of last year. 

The City Council yesterday approved 
a demand for $600 for the N.E.A. Com- 
mittee and one for $500 for the Fourth 
of July Commitee. The money will be 
paid as soon as there is a sufficient sum 
in the cash fund. 

Three new fire engines were officially 
tested by the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners yesterday and accepted. The 
demand for nearly $15,000 in payment of 
them was later approved by the board. 

The petition of J. C. Merrill for per- 
mission to develop water by drilling 
wells in the river bed was ,denied by 
the Council on recommendation of the 
City Attorney. 

The conduit ordi.:anc2, adopted more 
than two years ago, went into effect 
yesterday. 

Provision is to be made in this year’s 
annual city budget for a new city hos- 
pital to cost not less than $10,000. 

The Los Angeles Bar Association met 
yesterday morning to listen to resolu- 
tions of respect drafted in honor of the 
late Judge Clark. A large number of 
attorneys were present, and the Judges 
of the Supericr Court satin bank. The 
memorial was read by Hon R. H. F. 
Variel. 

Sam McDaniels, 61 years old, was 
found guilty of burglary in the second 
degree yesterday by a jury in Judge 
Smith’s court. McDaniels was Sen- 
tenced to one year at hard labor in 
Folsom. 

Henry Gardiner, the speechiess old 
- freak, who lies in the County Jail cna 
charge of burglary, and persists il: be- 
ing mute and crazy, ‘s to be examined 
as to his sanity July 2). 

Chief-Deputy District Aticrney Wil- 
bur has rendered a decision on the 
status of the defunct University school 
district.

BUSINESS OF BOTH SESSIONS 
LARGELY ROUTENE. 


Provision to Be Made for New City 
Hospital—City Assessor Reports 
Large Increase—Conduit Ordi- 
mance in Effect—New § Fire 
Engines Accepted. 


The prospects of something lively 
before the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners deprived the City Council 
of a lobby at yesterday’s session. Only 
a few persons, all of whom were di- 
rectly interested in the proceedings, 
occupied seats in the lobby of the 
chamber during the morning session, 
which was of much shorter duration 
than usual. 

After the reading and approval of 
the minutes of the last sessions the 
City Auditor’s reports as to the con- 
dition of the city’s funds and as to 
monthly collections was referred to 
the Finance Cammittee, as were the 
financial reports of other ltheads of 
city departments. 

The City Attorney reported recom- 
mending that the petition of J. C. 
Merrill and others for permission to 
develop water by drilling wells in the 
bed of the river, be denied. He gave 
a number of reasons for this recom- 
mendation. ‘The report was adopte 
and the petition denied. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Finance Committee or a major- 
ity of that committee presented two de- 
mands, one for $600 in favor of the 
local committee of the National Edu- 
eational Association, and the other for 
$600 for the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. The National Educational Asso- 
ciation demand was opposed in the 
voting by Messrs. Todd and Toll, but 
there Was no argument about it, these 
members having opposed the appropria- 
tion since it was first mentioned, their 
reasons being that the city could not 
afford to spend the money at this time. 
The other demand was approved with 
only the vote of Mr. Todd in the 
negative. After the approval of these 
demands the report of the committee 
was adopted as a whole. 

The report of the City Assessor as 
to the names of property-owners who 
had allowed their personal property 
taxes to become delinquent and that 
of the City Tax and License Collec- 
tor with reference to the collections 
made in his department for the past 
six months were referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

The Board of Park Commissioners 
submitted a contract and bond with 
A. P. Flood for the boating privileges 
at Westlake Park for two years and 
recommended their approval by the 
Council. The matter was referred to 
the Finance Committee, which reported 
favorably and the contract was ap- 
proved. 

LIGHTING CONTRACT SETTLED. 

The Gas and Light Committee re- 
ported recommending that the bid of 
the Los Angeles Electric Company to 
light the streets of the city for one 
year from the ist of next noy 
at $5 per lamp per month, b ac, 

cepted. Before the vote taken 

Oounciiman Pierce wanted to know 

what kind of lamps were provided 

for in the specifications.! He declared 
that in portions of the First Ward 
the lighting service was anything but 
what it should be; that some of the 
lamps were old and worn out, and that 
they did not give the light that was 
furnished in other parts of the city. 

Mefore voting to approve the con- 
-tract he wanted to be assured that 
better service would be had. Coun- 


cilman Vetter replied that the con- 
tract provided for a penalty for out- 
ages and deficient: lighting and that 
if not fully carried out the company 
could be made to give the proper serv- 
ice. This satisfied the First Ward 


mittee was adopted. 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

Bids were received for the improve- 
-ment of Bixel street from Third sfreet 
to the termination of Bixel street; 
Wall street between Third and Boyd; 
Griffith avenue between Fourteenth and 
Washington streets, and to sewer 
Twenty-third street from Maple ave- 
nue almost to Wall street. The im- 
provement bids went to: the Board of 
Public Works and that for the. sewer 
was referred to the Sewer Commit- 
tee. Bids for drugs and supplies were 
received from William Cline, F. L. 
Pearl. Western Electric. Works, J. C. 
Coomb, W. P. Fuller & Co., Sale & 
Son Drug Company... Off & Vaughn 
Drug Company, C. M. Jones Oil and 
Fuel Company, Thomas Drug Com- 
pany. Ail such bids were referred to 
the Supply Committee. 

Councilman Pessell secured the adop- 
tion of a motion requesting the Los 
Angeles City Water ©@mpany to lay 
qa four-inch water main on Santee 
street between Twelfth and Pico, 


PROPOSED NEW HOSPITAL. 


The question of,erecting a new city 
Hospital was brought up by Council- 
man Pierce, who moved that in the 
coming apportionment of funds al- 
lowance be made for w hospital build- 
ing, to cost not less than $10,000. The 
motion was adopted. The committee 
appointed several weeks ago to select 
a proper site for such a hospital re- 
ported that they had examined a num- 
ber of tracts, but had made no selec- 
tion.” The committee granted 
further time. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the afternoon session of the Coun- 
cil the protest of C. H. Rose against 
‘the acceptance by the Street Superin- | 
tendent of the grading of Welier street 
between Pacific and Magnolia avenues 
was heard. Replies were made by City 
Engineer Olmsted and ihe contractor, 
and the matter was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

A communication from the fFolice 
Commission, requesting that the city 
penal ordinances be compiled in 
pamphlet form, was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

Through the Fire Commission there 
came to the Councilmen a requisition 
for $50, to be expended in supplying 
additional fire protection today. It was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

The Council adopted an ordinance 
prohibiting the sprinkling of clothes, 
wearing apparel or other articles in 
laundries by liquid ejected from the 
mouth. The ordinance provides that a 
violaticn shall be deemed a misde- 
meanor and shall be punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $100 and a sentence 
of not more than fifty days in jail. 

An ordinance licensing house-movers 
$5 per year was referred back to the 
Board of Public Works, from which it 
had been reported. Councilman Toll 
moved that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to recover from the county 
all money to the credit of the road 
fund belonging to the districts re- 
cently annexed to the city. Mr. Toll 
also moved that the Edison Electric 
Company be required to reset its polls 
on Childs street between Washington 
and Twentieth to a line coinciding with 
the inside of the curb. Both motions 
carried. 

The sections of the report of the City [ 
Engineer, adopted under suspension of 
the rules, were as follows: An ordi- 
nance of intention to construct a sewer 
on Sixth street from San Julian street 
to a point 150 feet east of Wall street; 
an ordinance of/intention to grade, etc., 
Hewitt street from Stephenson avenue 
to Short street; an ordinance of in- 
tention for the construction of a ce- 
ment curb and cement walk six feet 
wide along each side of Eighth street 
from Los Angeles street to San Pedro 
street, and an ordinance of intention 
for the grading, etc., ef Berendo street 
from Pico street to Tenth street. The 
City Engineer also reported the assess- 
ment diagram for the sewering of 
Clanton street; the estimated cost of 
piping Zanja No. 4 on Stanley avenue 
from Jefferson street to,Slauson ave- 
nue, it being $8562, and probable cost 
of piping Zanja No. IR from Mott 
street to Euclid avenue at $1500. Con- 
sideration of the Zanja No. 4 matter 
was postponed for three weeks, and the 
ordering of the work on the other zanja 
was referred to the Finance Committee. 


| The following recommendations of the

BEST ON THE COAST. 


Angeles Has the Largest Fire 
Engine in the West. 


Los 


réceived Sunday night 
from Seneca Falls, N. Y., took place 
early yesterday morning at Aliso and 
Anderson streets, in the presence of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. ‘Two 
of the engines are of the largest size 
made by the American Fire Engine 
Company, and the — other fs of the 
third size. @ne of the two large en- 
gines is of special construction, the 
vice-president of the company having 
ordered that special care be taken 
to make this machine superior to what 
the specifications called for, owing to 
his friendship‘.for Fire Commissioner 
Jacob Kukrts, for w eengine is 
named. The result is that Los 
geles has the largest and best fire en- 
gine west of the Rocky Mountains, 
and one equal to any in the East. It 
has already been placed in service at 
the Fourth and Hill-streets engine- 
house. 

Immediately ‘after the test a special 
meeting of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners was held, and the engines 
were formally accepted. The board 
also approved a demand for $14,320, 


the price of the three machines. 


IN EFFECT AT LAST. 


Conduit Ordinance One of the Laws 
of the City. ae 

The ordinance adopted more than 
two years ago, and known since as 
the conduit ordinance, went int® effect 
yesterday at noon. It requires all 
companies using’ electrical wires to 
place them underground, exception 
being made of the trolley wires of the 
street railway companies. No. meas- 
ure passed by the Council has caused 
that body more trouble from time to 
time. It was adopted in March, 1897, 
and provided that by April 3, 1898, all 
overhead wires withing a given section 
Should be taken down and placed in 
underground conduits. Nearly the 
whole year passed and an effort was 
made to induce the electrical com- 
panies to unite in opposing the meas- 
ure, but the plan was abandoned, and 
within. a few months of the |. date 
specified in the ordinance the com- 
panies began work on their conduits. 
There was not time to complete them, 
and extensions were granted from 
time to time- until eighteen months 
passed, and for the first time the ordi- 
nance took effect yesterday without 
application being made by some of 
the companies for an extension. The 
work of removing: the poles and wires 
from the streets has been practically 
completed by all the companies ek- 
cept the messenger companies, and 
what they will do is not known. It 
has been stated that they will ignore 
the law, hoping thiat their violations 
will be overlooked. 


The district affected by the ordi- 
nance, and within which - overhead 
wires are forbidden, is bounded as fol- 


lows: Commencing at the intersec- 
tion of the easterly line of Los An- 
geles street, and the northerly line of 
Marchessaul' street; thence running 
southerly along the easterly line of 
Los Angeles street to the southerly | 
line of Seventh street; thence along 
Seventh street to the westerly line of 
Hill street; thence along the westerly 
line of Hill street, to the northerly line 
of First street; thence easterly along 
the northerly line of First street, to 
the westerly line of Broladway:; thence 
northerly along the westerly line of 
Broadway tothe northerly line of Tem- 
ple street; thence easterly along the 
northerly line of Temple street to the 
westerly line of Main. street; thence 
northerly along the westerly line of 
Main street to the northerly line of 
Marchessault street; thence easterly 
flong the northerly line of Marches- 
sault. street to the place of beginning. 
So gradually has the work of trans- 
ferring the wire systems been done 
that few people realize the magni- 
tude of it. The work has cost the sev- 
eral companies upward of $750,000. 


INCREASED ASSESSMENT. 


City Assessor Reports to the Board 
of Equalization. 

City Assessor Ward has addressed to 
the City Council in their capacity as 
Board of Equalization of the city, a 
report of the assessments made for the 
current year. The report shows that 
the City Assessor has made something 
of a record for himself since he took 
office the first of the year.

Increase in assessed value of 

About $2,300,000 of the increase is in 
personal property, including money. 
The Assessor says he maintained from 
the start that much of the needed in- 
crease could be realized from personal

“The item of bank assessments as to 
personal property alone shows an in- 
crease over last year of $642,596,” says 
the report. ‘Part of this increase, viz: 
$168,795, collected from the First Na- 
tional and Merchants’ National banks, 
resulted from the legislation of the last 
State Legislature. The increase in 
amount assessed to State and savings 
banks, viz: $473,801, is the result of 
the office’s efforts to have the banks pay 
a fair proportion of the necessary ex-

RESOLUTIONS OF RESPECT TO THE 
LATE JUDGE CLARK.

A Fall Attendance of the Bar As- 

~seciation Listens to a Touching 

» Memorial—The Judges of the Su- 
1 perior Court Sit in Bank. 


The judges of the Superior Court 
sat in bank yesterday to listen to the 
resolutions of respect to the late Judge 
W. H. Clark, drafted by a committee 
of the Bar Association, appointed at 
the meeting a week ago. The commit- 
tee was composed of Hons. Lucien 
Shaw, A. W. Hutton, William A. 
Cheney, J. S. Chapman, A. W. O’Mel- 
veny, Stephen M. White, and R. H. 
F. Variel. A large number of attor- 
neys were in attendance. .... 

Mr. Variel read the following me- 
morial, which will be spread on the 
minutes of the six departments of the 
Superior Court, and also on the min- 
utes of the Federal and District-courts: 

“With reverence and respect, with 
deep regret, your committee represent- 
ing the united bench and bar of Los 
Angeles, deplore the untimely death of 
William Hovey Clark, an honored mem- 
ber of_our profession, and a distin- 
guished Judge of the Superior Court, 
who passed away after a lingering 
a on the morning of June _ 26, 

“Judge Clark came of rugged old 
New England stock, and was born in 
the town of North Andover, county of 
Essex, State of Massachusetts, March 
16, 1860; his grand father having been 
a district judge and his father a sheriff 
of that county. He was unmarried, 
and leaves surviving him of his im- 
mediate family, three brothers and one 
sister, all residents of the East: 

“He was a graduate of the Boston 
Law School, and came to California 
in 1883, in pursuit of a more genial 
climate, settling at Pomona, where he 
shortly after became a partner in the 
law firm of Tonner, Foley & Clark. 
A year bater he removed to Los An- 
geles, where he soon became a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Smith, Hutton 
& Clark. 

“At the general election in Novem- 
ber, 1888, he was elected to fill the un-. 
expired term ending in January, 1891, 
resulting from the resignation in 
March, 1887, of the late Hon. Anson 
Brunson, as Superior Judge of this 
county. 

“Hon. W. P. Gardiner, who had been 
appointed after the resignation of 
Judge Brunson to fill the vacancy un- 
til the general election, also resigned 
in the latter part of November, 1888. 
“Gov. Waterman thereupon ap- 
pointed Judge Clark to hold until the 
first Monday of January, 1889, and he 
first presided in court on December 3, 
1888. Judge Clark was reélected in 
1890, and again in 1896, to succeed him- 
self for two full six-year terms. During 
his incumbency upon the bench, he 
has continuously presided over Depart- 
ment Two of the Superior Court, and 
while occupying that honorable sta- 
tion, he was called upon to preside over 
the trial of some of the most impor- 
tant cases ever tried in that court. 
“His demeanor on the bench was 
uniformly kind, patient, courteous and 
attentive, and he was especially con- 
siderate toward the younger meinvers 


‘of the Bar. His rulings were careful, 


impartial: and often reserved, that he 
might the more certainly render ‘even- 
handed justice.’ 


clear, brief, and incisive judicial style. 
His mind was broad, studious and 
well-stored with legal principles, and 
enriched by thorough and discriminat- 
ing reading of the world’s choicest lit- 
erary masterpieces, and while  emi- 
nently practical, analytical and logi- 
cal, it was: nevertheless dominated by 
a quick and cultivated imagination 
that made him a lover of poetry, and 
his capacious memory was _§ richly 
stored with many fine quotations from 
the works of the great poets. 

“Coupled with this he was endowed 
with a high sense of justice, and he 
possessed, as well, lofty ideals of the 
important duties which, both as a 
lawyer and as a judge, he owed to his 
profession. 

“Tf fault he had, as a judge, it was 
in a tendency to view and review the 
strong features of both sides of a 
controverted and doubtful case with 
such painstaking and deliberate care— 
lest he should be led into error—that 
he became, more especially in the lat- 
ter part of his judicial career, inclined 
somewhat to delay in the rendition of 
his decisions. But when rendered, his 
judgments were seldom reversed. 
“But above and more striking than 
all, were his qualities of fidelity to his 
high ideals of duty, and his personal 
integrity of character. _ 

“Our brother was not perfect; e 
had his faults and weaknesses, but ot 
him, as a judge, it might be truly said, 
‘When the’ ermine of office descended 
upon his shoulders, it touched nothing 
that was not as white and spotless as 
itself.’ 

‘“‘And if he possessed a quality be- 
tokening more than any other the pos- 
session of native genius, it was in the 
unwavering, inflexible, but not the less 
gentle, determination and persistence 
with which he adhered to his convic- 
tions and purposes in life, when once 
deliberately formed. He was endowed 
with a fine sense of humor, and when 
at his best and when free from pain, 
he was genial, affable and witty—a 
most charming companion—especially 
to his intimate friends and comrades. 
He was a devoted lover of nature, of 
her mountains and cafions, her woods 
and waters— and his:creed in this re- 
spect is best stated in those lines from 
Emerson, which often fell from his lips: 
“‘*and, when I am stretched beneath the 

ines 
Where the evening star so holy shines, 
I laugh at the lore and pride of man, 
At the sophist schools and the learned clan, 
For what are they all in their high conceit 
When man in the bush with God may meet.’ 

“Truthful and almost sternly just, he 
could not endure what he considered to 
be false or sham, either in conduct or 
ideas, with the result that he was 
sometimes mistakenly thought by 
those who did not know him well, to be 
cold and cynical. This was far from 
being true, for 
‘‘ ‘His life was gentle, and the elements 
So mixed in him that nature might stand up 
And say to all the world, this was a man.’ 

“Conscious of possessing superior 
abilities, he cherished during his later 
years an ambition’ to achieve a place 
on the Supreme bench, and through all 
the trying. burdens of the dread dis- 
ease that held him in its relentless 
grasp, and which alone .defeated his 
ambition, he never wavered -in his de- 
votion to that idea, guided always by 
a spirit that was inspired by that 
beautiful sentiment from ‘In Me- 
moriam,’ and which he was ever fond 
of quoting: 

‘““T held it truth with him who sings 
To one poor harp in divers tones, 
That men may rise on stepping stones 

Of their dead selves to higher. things.’ 

“It is fitting, therefore, brethren of 
the bar, that we pause a space and re- 
flect upon the many excellent qualities 
displayed by this character of manly 
worth that has thus early passed away.

Her School District Has Becn Merged 
into the City. 


The recent annexation of Univer” 


‘Sity to the city of Los Angeles has 
presented some complicated questions 
_as to the.old school district and its 
Status under the new order of things. 
Chief Deputy District Attorney Wil- 
bur has just given out his opinion on 
certain questionS put by Anson Mil- 
ler, one of the trustees of the old Uni- 
versity school district. i 

It is Mr. Wilbur's opinion that the 
University school district ever since 
June 12, when the election returns were 
‘filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State, has been a part of the Los 
Angeles school district, and as such 
is subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Education of the city of Los 
Angeles. 

After June 12 it became the duty of 
the School Superintendent to trans- 
fer all funds of the University school 
district to the Los Angeles school dis- 
trict. In answer to the question wheth- 
er the old board should select the 
teachers for the ensuing year, Mr. 
Wilbur said no, and that it was the 
duty of the Unliversity trustees to 
turn over their records to the City 
Board of Education so that they could 
draw the necessary warrants for the 
teachers’ salaries and have full in- 
formation as to the affairs of the 
defunct school district. 

The warrants’ for teachers’ salaries 
to the end of the school year, June 
30. were invalid unless drawn by the 
city board. 


THE SPEECHLESS FREAK. 


Mute “Old Mystery” to Be Examined 
as to His Sanity.

CARRY OVER PRUNES. For the 
twelve months ended June 30, 1898, the 
United States exported prunes agerr- 
gating 15,940,791 pounds, while fog the 
ten months ended April 31, 1899 (the 


_ latest available exact figures to be ob- 


~ 


tained at this writing,) the exports 
amounted to but 5,461,026 pounds, a 
shortage of 10,479,765 pounds, equal tq 
436 cars of twelve tons each. It is 
probable that the figures for the two 
missing months, May and June, says 


the California Fruit Grower, would not 
materially affect the showing made for 


the export movement at that time of 
year is never great. The export outlet 
for 1898-99 is thus seen to be 436 twelve- 
ton cars short as compared with 1897- 
98, and explains the existing unsatis- 
factory condition of the home markst. 
The estimate of prunes now on hand in 
California is placed at about 300 cars. 
Had the export movement in prunes for 
1898-99 been as great in volume as in 
the previous year we would all be con- 
gratulating ourselves upon a bare mar- 
ket instead of worrying over a pros- 
pective carry-over. | 

The early estimate placed on the 1898 
crop of prunes in France was 100,000,900 
pounds, the largest in years. Later, 
and during the harvest, the estimate 
was reduced to 88,000,000 and 89,000,000 
pounds, and these figures stand as the 
output of cured prunes in France for 
the season of 1898. The crop of 1897 in 
France was very short, 27,000,000 to 39,- 
000,000 pounds, and this induced ship- 
ments in considerable quantities from 
this country in 1897-98. The larger crop 
in France in 1898 resulted in smaller 
exports from this country in 1893-9a, 
and explains in‘a fairly satisfactory 
manner the present domestic situation 
—no demand, a carry-over on the 
Coast, and fair stocks East. The 
French prune crop for 1899 is now 
placed at 33,000,000 pounds. If this is 
approximately correct then the exports 
of Pacific Coast prunes for 1899-1900 
should show an increase as compared 
with 1898-99.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

INCREASED CONSUMPTION OF 
COFFEE. 1g England coffee, according 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
for once shows an increase in consump- 
tion, an improvement probably due to 
the increase of excellent temperance re- 
freshment rooms in London. Inquiries 
made have shown that, at the refresh- 
ment_rooms of one railway, the 1200 
barmaids served 134 tons of coffee dur- 
ing the financial year ended March, 
1899, or about two anda half hundred 
weight per Hebe. At Waterloo the 
record was 220,000 cups of coffee, against 
48,000 cups the previous year. At some 
ane stations the consumption of 

ffee increased sixfold. The total 
number of cups for the last year is 
6,034,000, representing 300,160 pounds, as 
against 107,520 pounds, and 2,678,000 cups 
for the year ended March, 1898. The 
increase for the year was 8,356,000 cups. 
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TRADBD FOLLOWS THE FLAG. 
Advices from Manila state that ship- 
ments of dried cocoanut, or-copra, to 
Marseilles, France, for the manufac- 
ture of copra oil soap, have practically 
ceased. This leads to the suggestion 
that an immense industry now almost 
exclusively confined to Marseilles, can 
be transferred to the Pacific Coast of 
the United States if proper steps are 
taken. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKETS. 


LOS ANGELES MARKETS. 
LOS ANGELES, July 3, 1899. 

Poultry comes in quite freely, ‘but the 
Fourth of July added to Sunday and the pres- 
ence of so many strangers in the city, com- 
bine to make an active demand. Prices are 
steady for‘good stock. 

Eggs sell generally at 18% cents for strictly 
fresh California carefully candled, although 
one house is freely offering at 18 cents. The 
general price is 17% cents for fresh eastern, 
but in good-sized lots they go at 17 cénts. A 
carload of eastern as things go now’ means 
all the way from 400 to over 600 cases. 

The general disposition is to try and get 
full prices, 50 cents per square, for local 
creamery butter. At the same time some is 
being sold at 47% cents, where the conces- 
sion is necessary to prevent stocks from ac- 
cumulating. Other kinds are generally firm, 
unless it be off-grades and light-weights, 
which are not warited here. 

Cheese. is rather easy at quoted prices. 

Potatoes are not quite so firm. As a rule 
$1.75 per cental will buy the best Early Rose, 
unless the quality be particularly fine and 
the sizes uniform all through the sack, when 
a dime more may be had. 

Onions are easy at quoted prices. 

Vegetables are generally easy, corn being 
lower and tending still lower. 

The Cudahy Packing Company is out with 
a new price list, putting plain and fancy- 
wrapped bacon up to 11% and 12% cents. 
Light medium bacon is off to 7% cents. 

There is a disposition to keep stocks of 
fresh fruit cleaned up for the Fourth af duly, 
as all the houses will be closed. There are 
not many changes in prices. Crawford peaches 
are coming in freely and sell in round lots 
at 75 cents, jobbing higher. Common kinds 
are selling below this figure. Bartlett pears 
in round lots sold at $1.75. Apples are easier, 
jobbing at about $1.15 generally. Apricots 
are plentiful and bring in a wholesale way 
2% to 3 cents, jobbing, up to 4 for fine ship- 
ping stock. Cherries are nearly done. A few 
in brought $1 to $1.10 in large lots. Figs 
are bringing 75 cents per box for good ones. 
Grapes sold at $1.25 to $1.60 for both white 
and black in a wholesale way. There are no 
radical changes in berries. 

Barley is firmer. New crop in San Fran-- 
cisco has crept back to 90 to 95 cents. Offer- 
ings are not free at a price below $1. 

There is but little hay coming in here. An 
active demand has used up a good deal. 
Prices are not higher, but are fairly steady 
at $11 for barley in large lots and $9 for al- 
falfa. Still speculators will not take hold at 
these prices. 

A small lot of excellent dried apricots is 
shown here, the first of the season. The 
holder asks 10 cents and the trade offers 8% 
cents, and that is about how the two interests 
stand., A straight carload might bring 8% 
cents f. o. b.

GOLD AIDS EUROPE. 


MODERATS RATES FOLLOW EX- 
PORTATIONS FROM AMERICA. 


— 


Review of the Week’s Financial Do- 
ings in London and Other For- 
eign Commercial Centers—Short 
Harvest Sure to Cause Disaster. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 3.—The Times’ London 
financial correspondent says: 

“Our end of the half-year money scrim- 
mage has got through with comparative ease. 
Borrowings from the Bank of England have 
been about as usual, ten millions, but now 
money will be cheaper for a month, at least. 
The truth is that your exports of gold have 
saved the European markets from consider- 
able danger, and if they continue we shall 
probably have moderate rateg for money un- 
til nutumn. Ags long as the Bank of England 
continues to accumulate gold, rates here 
must shrink, and already discount is hardly 
better than 1% per cent., a fall of % per 
cent. within a week. None the less it is 
true that our credit market is burdened in 
many places with excessive committments, 
which it is unlikely to work off. 

“Certain issues have been saddled, with 
many millions of securities, to the public, 
which it would not take, and also enormoug 
bull positions have been created in the act- 
ive speculative markets, which there is 


no hope of liquidating at present, thanks to 


the political outlook at home and abroad. 
The extent to which the market is clogged 
can be judged by the slow but steady fall in 
consols, and by prices now asked for new 
issues of first-class securities. Part of the 
fall in consols is due to the bear sales, but 
it is mostly the result of the efforts to real- 
ize capital, eo ag to find means to hold new 
securities rashly subscribed for. 

Two years ago the London County Coun- 
cil, whose gross debt is now upward of £40,- 
000,000, offered £2,500,000 of its new 2% per 
cent stock at par, and sold it at a few shill- 
ings above par. Next week the council asks 
tenders for £1,500,000 more of the same stock, 
and has fixed 90 as its minimum figure. Even 
at that figure the market is disinclined to 
tender, and the stock will probably. go but 
slightly above the minimum, partly into the 
middlemen’s hands. Here again is proof that 
the market is overburdened. But it is still 
abroad where the trouble to credit lies. Your 
gold may save the position in Paris at the 
settlement next week, yet with all such help 
it is precarious enough. And small wonder, 
for the French have been plunging most 
wildly for years in all directions, and now, 
with trouble perhaps brewing in South 
Africa, with Spain on the hrink ot a revolu- 
tion, with Italy falling toward financial ruin, 
difficulties beset the market on all sides. 

“To make matters worse, France, like Ger- 
many, has been indulging too freely in imita- 
tion of our company mongering, and share 
rigging, so that there is the same mass of 
rubbish and inflated prices there as here. In 
the long run no amount of gold can avert 
dangerous liquidation. Should. Europe this 
year suffer the affliction of another short 
harvest, as seems probable, nothing, in my 
view, could avert widespread disaster. Thus 
the market is smooth only on the surface, 
like a stage full of traps.”’

THE FAIR CUBANS ON SUNDAY 
DRESS PARADE. 


The Masher Abroad in the Land. 

| A Bal de Mascara—The Most 
Important Point in Southern 
Cuba.

CIPNFUEGOS, June 3, 1899.—During 
the war it was officially stated that in 
Havana were twenty women to one 
man—exclusive of the soldiers stationed 
there—the other nineteen men being off 
with the insurgent army, disabled in 
the hospital or lying in their graves. 
This dearth of men was even more 
apparent in interior towns; and to this 
day the surplus woman is almost as 
numerous as in Paraguay after Lopez's 
wars: Promenading the Plaza of Cien- 
fuegos on a Sunday afternoon, with all 
the local world, one meets crowds of 
well-dressed ladies, and at compara-~- 
tively rare intervals a self-conscious 
and manifestly much-valued person of 
the sterner sex. Ppssibly there may be 
some other corner of the world wherein 
the men, young, middle-aged and old, 
usurp the female prerogatives of paint, 
powder and perfumery, put if so, I 
have not been tlhhere: Travelers in tropi- 
cal countries have learned to expect the 
beauty mask on female countenances 
(put on, so they say, to obviate the 
greasy look produced by perspiration 
in a warm climate,) but when the 
powder is piled on the coarser faces 
of men, drifted into hair and beard, 
lodged in jears and eyebrows, and 
plowed into furrows down the cheek 
by trickling streams of sweat, the ef- 
fect is tly. To this unnatural 
whiteness the addition of carmine, 
dabbed in vivid spots on lips and cheek 
bones, imparts to the wearer the ap- 
pearance of a galvanized corpse. And 
then the toothpick-toed, exalted-heeled 
patent leatfers of the Cuban dude, his 
scents, beside which Sampson’s 
strength would have been that of an 
infant, and his ties of aggressive hues 
that seem to swear continually at all 
surrounding objects, complete a pic- 
ture which plainly advertises unfur- 
nished rooms to rent in the upper 
story. This unsexed creature usually 
makes “mashing” the end and aim of 
his existence, infesting the plazas, 
church doors and all places frequented 
by his female adorers; and he really 
ought to be exterminated with Paris 
green as a blight on the landscape. 

Not many months ago bread was so 
searce in Cuba that thousands died 
of starvatin; but the times have never 
been so sadly out_of joint that any. 
searcity of face powder was apparent, 
even among the lowliest. The Cuban 
woman, young or old, considers it a 
more indispensible adjunct to her 
toilette than mere soap and water—a 
primal necessity to her attractiveness 
which it is her religious duty to foster 
and preserve. Thus all classes and 
conditions are wedded to the powder 
puff, from the nde dame of fash- 
ion to the neglected little orphan in 
the asylum—from the crumpled visaged 
octogenarian to the rosy-cheeked 
child of half a dozen summers. Go 
into any Cuban school and you will 
find teachersand scholars alike unspar- 
ingly garnished, a powder box and the 
rag, OF bjt, of chamois, with which .to 
apply ‘it, in every desk and tucked 
alongside the chalk on the blackboards. 
In ghope where female clerks are em- 
ployed, and in the big tobacco factories 
where two or three hundred girls are 
at work rolling cigarettes, the same 
thing is true. One morning I visited 
“La Corona,” the largest tobacco fac- 
tory in Havana. Ten o'clock was the 
breakfast hour of the employés, and 
when the hands of the clock pointed to 
@ quarter to ten, every girl stopped 
work and reached for her powder box. 
They are not paid by the day, but 
according to the-number of cigarettes 
they roll. In the opinion of them all, 
that intervening fifteen minutes was 
needed in which to assume the ghastly 
mask of powder, in order to make 
themselves presentable before going on 
the streets. 

Cienfuegos is particularly gay on 
Sundays, the resident clergy being so 
accommodating as-to have the last 
service in the churches over before 11 
a.m. That leaves nearly a full day, 
reckoned as the natives do till mid- 
night, for cockfighting, gambling and 
other favorite divertisements. A mili- 
tary band renders excellent music in 
the plaza, and the broad marble walk 
is filled with sefioras and sefioritas, in 
their “best clothes and under drifts of 
powder, parading to and fro, while ad- 
miring male onlookers stand in solid 
phalanx on either side. One is im- 
pressed with the extréme youth of the 
belles, par excellence—little girls of 12 
and 13 years of age being considered of 
marriageable age, while women of 25 
or thereabouts are relegated .to the 
forlorn limbo of “back numbers.” if 
one could be satisfied with only a pair 
of eyes, these undersized and over- 
powdered Cubanas might perhaps be 
pronounced the most beautiful women 
in the world. Their eyes are truly 
glorious, large, black and soulful; and 
sometimes the hair, glossy as the 
raven’s wings, matches the eyes to per- 
fection. They talk with their eyes, 
flirt, cajole and capture you with them; 
but whether they could keep the aver- 
age American forever contented in the 
bonds of matrimony is quite another 
matter. About the only talking of ac- 
count a Cuban girl can do is with her 
eyes. Her tongue may chatter inces- 
santly, and generally does; but being 
totally uneducated—beyond the lives of 
the saints and a little music and em- 
broidery—conversation is not in her 
line. As a rule all are much too stout 
for their height, even in early youth, 
built after the pouter pigeon model 
and with amazingly broad hips; small, 
well-shaped hands and feet, full red 
lips, and large, white teeth set far 
apart. Though ignorant and  unso- 
phisticated, they make model wives 
for men of their own race, being de- 
voted, tender and full of generous im- 
pulses, and in their homes a charming 
atmosphere of. virtue and simplicity 
prevails. 

In all Cuban cities there are two per- 
formances +n the theaters and opera- 
houses on Sundays, instead of one as 
on other days. It is also the accepted 
time for excursions and _ baseball 
matches; for bullfights and horse races 
in towns which boast a racecourse and 
plaza de toros, and always for the 
swellest balls and receptions. Though 
it is the great pleasure day of the 
week, all the business places are open 
as usual, stores, markets and other es- 
tablishments doing their best. Cien- 
fuegos has an extraordinary number of 
cafés, saloons and club houses, in all 
of which liquor i ispensed, and the 
games of cha nd skill, so dear to 
Cuban hearts, are played. One sees 
drinking places.at every corner, filled 
with little tables around which are 
men playing dominoes. Gin is the fa- 
vorite tipple), considerably , diluted. 
Light Spanish. wines are also drunk, 
and numerous “refrescos,’”’ made frotn 
native fruits. It is rare. indeed, that 
anybody to the manner born ever be- 


comes intoxicated—so rare that the 
sp¢ctacle of a drunken American svl- 
dier reeling down the street creates 
as much excitement as a fire, and con- 
gregates the gamin of the city. 

On the Sunday evening in question I 
was an interested spectator at a popu- 
lar bal de masquera, or masquerade 
ball, which was attended by Cienfue- 
gos’ “400.” The beautiful clubhouse was 
brilliant with electric lirhts, flowers 
and gilded mirrors, and the music was 
a strange but inspiring combination of 
saxophone, kettledrum, brass horn, 
guitars, gourd 
gourd. The women only were masked, 
and wore home-made dominoes of pink 
or black cambric. At first all the la- 
dies sat banked against the walls, like 
rare flowers on exhibition, while the 
men wandered awkwardly around in 
groups, waiting for some daring fellow 
t6 lead the assault; but once the ice 
wags broken, no further bashfulness d°- 
layed the proceedings, and the fun 
waxed fast and’ furious till morning. 
The favorite figure is the “danzon,” as 
the Cuban waltz is called—the strang- 
est dance this side of the Congo. It is 
a “round dance,” but not at all like the 
waltz as we know it, for in it each 
couple does not occupy more than two 
feet square space, and remains as if 
glued to the spot from start to finish, 
hardly lifting their feet from the floor, 
but swaying and wriggling their bodies 
to and fro, while clasped in each 
other’s arms, with a movement sug- 
gestive of “hoochee-coochee,” and other 
oriental dances. Meanwhile the music 
fairly tingles in one’s veins. It is an 


rattle. and scratch- 


irregular, barbaric medley—the throb- | 
boxes of hard tack and twenty pounds 


bing of deep-toned guitars, the rasping 
of scratch-gourds and the sharp, sta- 
cato click of gourd rattles, mingled 
with the intermittent, muffled thunder 
of drums—all wild and passionate, in 
harmony with the ardent nature of the 
half-Spanish, half-negro population. 
“From grave to gay, from lively to 
severe” is a short transition often rnet 
in Spanish-America. The hospitals and 
asylums have the “‘no-admittance”’ sign 
out on Sundays—probably because: a)l 
concerned prefer the _ bullfignt, or 
some other recreation, to entertaining 
strangers; and so we were compell:2d to 
defer our tour of inspection until Mon- 
day. First to the great Hospital de 
Caridad, well out of the city in a high 
and airy location. We found in its 
office a group of United States army 
Officers, paying off the employés for 
wages earned during the vast two 
months, and learned that Maj. NHisel, 
the United States army surgeon in 


charge of the province of Santa Clara, 


has been providing liberal rations, in- 
cluding eighty pounds of fresh meat 
every day. The institution is a city 
property, in normal times entirely svp- 
ported by the municipality, and re- 
ceives not only the sick of Cienfu2 os, 
but those from other towns in the 
province. For these a charge is nade 
against the towns in which the patients 
belong, but ._ nowadays the outside 
towns cannot pay their bills, and Cier- 
fuegos has no municipal - revenues 
available for the purpose. The hospital 
building proper, though a very larg? 
one, not having sufficient capacity, an 
adjoining building, which had been oc- 
cupied by the Spanish cavalry, was 
taken for the sick, and now, alto- 
gether, there are about 400 patients. 
The old cavalry barracks, used for 
men only, has no floor, and is in a dirty 
and wretched condition, most of the 
patients in hammocks for want of cots. 
Most conspicuous in the main building 
is the operating-room, equipped in bet- 


ter days with a fine cabinet of stirgical | 


instruments, adjustable glass. table, 
and sterilizing apparatus, all of the 
best quality. Now an outfit of disin- 
fecting appliances is badly needed, but 
there is no money to buy it. The medi- 
cal and surgical staff are doing won- 
derfully well with what they have, ac- 
cording to their lights. Diseased cloth- 
ing is roasted in a tin box placed in 
the oven of the kitchen range—often 
with the dinner cooking above &! The 
first six wards visited had each twelve 
iron beds, supplied with fairly clean 
sheets and pillowcases—thanks to ‘Red 
Cross Auxiliary, No. 2, which supplied 


them, together with a quantity of pa- | 


jamas, at the earnest solicitation of 
Maj. Hisel. But the stock is entirely 
inadequate for so large a number of 
patients, and would not change one- 
quarter of the cots in constant use. 
There are no regular laundry appli- 
ances in any Cuban hospital, the work 
being always “given out,’ or done by 
employés and convalescents in common

The Cuban doctors 
accounted for the filthy condition of the 
patients, soiled bed-clothing, dirty 


floors, etc., by. the statement. that they. 
could not possibly get water enough to. 


wash them. Our American doctor said, 
with a few adjectives which I will not 
repeat, that he believed it was a lie, be- 
cause the baths, postmortem room, etc., 
are all abundantly supplied with water 
under strong pressure—surely enough 
to keep the sick people decently clean. 
All these native medicos agree with us 
in the opinion that cleanliness of the 
patient’s person is essential to success- 
ful treatment, but none of them explain 
why in all Cuban hospitals the sick are 
allowed to come in sticking with filth, 
are put to bed unwashed and go out (if 
they live to go,) with the original dirt 
upon them, augmented by that gath- 
ered during their stay. ‘This hospital 
has good baths, even in the nurses’ 
wards, but there is no evidence that 
the patients ever use them. One fea- 
ture of this “‘model” hospital not found 


elsewhere in Cuba, is a room for em-' 


balming, with the necessary appliances. 
All American soldiers who have died in 
this vicinity have’ been embalmed 
here for removal to the United States, 
except in one case, where the body had 
been too many days in transit, and the 
tissues were decomposed. Just before 
we left, the United States army wagons 
came up and delivered the day’s rations 
—Armour’s roast beef, tinned tomatoes, 
half a barrel of Irish potatoes, several 


of jerked meat. One trembles to think 
what would become of these hundreds 
of helpless creatures and the many 
thousands in other hospitals of the 1m- 
poverished island, without the bounty 
of Uncle Samuel. Even now a great 
deal is left to be desired. 
Storeroom was bare of fresh vegetables, 
cereals, or any sort of delicacy, so 
badly needed by convalescents, and as 
for soap, I am told that none is ever 
provided.

The liveliest, snappiest spectacle of 
the night before the Fourth in Pasadena was 

de by a veteran bicyclist, to whose long- 
eet coat some wag had tied a bunch of 
firecrackers and managed to set them off. He 
whizzed and sputtered down Colorado street, 
a celebration on wheels, leaving a wake of 
sparks and a mingled odor of brimstone and 
singed coat-tails. He seemed to enjoy the 
situation as the explosions attacked and 
illuminated his nether garments, now soar- 
ing skyward with a much-buffeted coat- 
tail, and then giving it a patriotic jerk to 
leeward. The bangs and shocks apparently 
increased his speed, as if he had a gasoline 
engine attachment; and when he whiried 
around the corner of Fair Oaks avenue he 
was scooting like a skyrocket and blazing 
like a touched-off onion factory. 

The police had one rule for young Amer- 
ica, and that was that the fireworks should 
all be discharged in the highways. It was 
a middle-of-the-road platform. No back- 
yard celebrations were permitted. And so 
the crackers, the Dewey torpedoes, and all 
were let loose on the pavements where they 
' could be watched, and there would be the

Heiss Bros.’ awnings and set it burning. The 
little blaze was instantly discovered, and 
easily extinguished. Between 7 and 9 o'clock 
the streets were very noisy, but then most 
of the celebrators seemed to retire for a 
few hours’ preparation for the early morn- 
ing campaign. 

The most generaus patron of the fireworks 
dealers during the a: was Lucky Baldwin, 
who drove in from his Santa Anita ranch 
behind a seedy” paid of horses, and in a 
surrey of the vintage of ‘66, and laid in a 
jolly supply of explosives for the celebration 
at the ranch. He aleo made a big deposit 
at one of the banks.

SANTA CATALINA ISLAND. 


Fishermen Towed Twenty Miles by 
a Tuna. 
AVALON (Catalina Island,) July 3.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Dr. Ayers of Pasadena 
and Herbert St. A. Earlscliffe of Montecito 
were towed twenty miles by a tuna yesterday. 
They started out at 3 o’clock in the morning - 
in tow of a launch. When the vieinity of 
the Italian gardens was reached, Mr. Earls- 
cliffe had a strike: They cast off from the 
launch, but were towed through the water 
at @ five or six-mile gait. The fight was 
furious from the start. It was only by the 
greatest caution, keeping a taut line at every 
instant of the fight, that the monster was 
prevened from parting the little thread, tha 
held him. Hour after hour the battle was 
waged, Mr. Earlscliffe hanging on to his 
quarry with the grip of death, until ut about 
11:30 o’clock, after five hours and twenty- 
five minutes of hard work, the fish was 
brought to gaff. It had fought to its last 
breath, game as iong as a spark of life 
lasted, and was hauled into the boat dead. 
As the strain slacked on the line Mr. Earls- 
cliffe, although apparently a stron® and 
healthy young man, wags seized with a 
nervous tremor which soon lapsed into con- 
vulsions. Dr. Ayers did all he could under 
the circumstances, even being obliged to in- 
sert his glove between the young man’s teeth 
as a buffer to relieve the strain, but when 
they reached Avalon he was scarcely more 
than. conscious. He was taken to his room 
at the Metropole, and placed in a hot bath, 
which had the effect of reviving him. A few 
hours later he declared himeelfrecovered. The 
fishermen were opposite the Isthmus, over 
six miles out at.sea, when the battle ended. 
They had been towed fully twenty miles by 
the big fish. The tuna weighed 180 pounds, 
which is within three pounds of the record 
tuna, caught by Prof. Holder last season.

Chamber of Commerce Sends a Tel- 
egram to Secretary Gage—Two 
Big Excursion Days Bring Over 
a Thousand Visitors—Union and 
Confederate Veterans. 


SAN DIEGO, July 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Chamber of Commerce has taken 
a hand in the matter of trying to have set 
aside the enfércement of the rule prohibiting 
the importation of cattle infested with ticks 
from Mexico. On Saturday a long telegram 
from the chamber, by its president, was sent 
to the Secretary of the Treasury at Washing- 
ton, stating the effect produced in Southern 
California by the enforcement of the rule, 
and giving a concise and accurate statement 
of the existing conditions on both sides of 
the line. The telegram also asked for a sus- 
pension of the ruling ag affecting Tia Juana 
until a complete statement of the cases can be 
submitted. If the rule shall be enforced, it 
will put an end to one of the most exten- 
sive industries of Lower California, and will 
also work a hardehip on many of the set- 
tlers in this end of the State. Although all 
of the big drives from Lower California are 
over for this year, there yet remain a few 
cattle which would have been brought up 
this month. The next big drives would’ be- 

n next spring, and although at present the 
local dealers state that the price of meat 
will not be affected, the effect on the market 
for the coming year would be very serious. 
It is hoped that by concerted action the law 
may be modified so that an exception as 
regards cattle from Lower California may be 
made. These cattle have very few ticks, 
and not a case of splenetic or southern fever 


has been known for twenty years.

MATUSKIEWIEZ’S JAG. 


IMITATES HOUDINI AND MAKES 
WHOLESALE’ ARRESTS.

Charges His Landlady and Roomers 
With Grand Larceny and Abuses 


-the Prisoners at the Police Sta- 


tion---Found His Purse. 


Policeman Matuskiewiez played a brilliant 
engagement last night. After acquiring a 
slight jag he borrowed a pair of muffs at the 
County Jail, took them to his room at No. 


, 102 South Hill etreet, where he amused the 


landlady and her roomers by imitating Hou- 
dini in removing the:muffs from his hands, 
and then arresting the whole crowd on a 
charge of grand larceny, he alleging that one 
of them stole his purse, containing. $53. 

In the fore part of the evening Matuskie- 
wiez amused the roomers by shooting fire- 
crackers out of his window. After that sport 
became tame he went to the Police Station 
and telephoned to the County Jail, requesting 
the use of a pair of muffs, stating that a.boy 
would call for them. He then returned to 
his loéging-house and sent his landlady’s lit- 
tle son after the muffs. 

On the arrival of the boy Matuskiewiez had 
the muffs strapped to his wrists, and then 
went into another room and removed them 
without assistance. He performed the trick 
twice and then suddenly accused the crowd 
of stealing his purse, containing $53, which 
he claimed be had left on his table when he 
went to the Police Station to telephone to the 
County Jail, alleging that some of them stole 
it while he was gone. 

Matuskiewiez locked his door and then 
bullyragged and abused the people in the 
room for half an hour, demanding the return 
of his purse. One of the women started to 
go to her room, saying that she would get 
her purse for him to examine. He grabbed 
her by the wrist and threw her violently to 
the floor. The excited policeman then raised 
his window and blew his whistle for assist- 
ance. Two officers from the Police Station 
immediately responded, and Matuskiewiez in- 
sisted on the whole crowd being taken to 
jail. They accompanied the officers, and while 
at the Police Station Matuskiewiez again ac- 
cused the women of stealing his purse and 
violently abused them.
